of war, there ^«uld have been 70 or ^0 volunteers* Today oifliy 20 to 25 of 
the hundred wou'^d be ready for the lohg^range purpose, and not ix>re than 
om or two for the Imcdlate star ala* This nombrr lo dooreeelng and vlU 
contlme to decrease aa the'emlgranta become abeorbed In the life of the 
people azBong vhen they live* 

I^ople who as late aa 1951 vould hove been ready for anything nov r^ 
fuse to undertake an aaelgoetent that involves risk, saying that vhen an any 
is orgenlsad, then they wlU fulfill their duly to the fatherland* Xt le 
worth noting that om eoldter in the rear of iito envoy le worth 100 aoldiere 
at the front line* 

Xn this ernnootlon 1 orop^'ee the proBpt organisation of aeboola for

carried on* one person, na^rly Inducted ’nto tha aruy, regardless of 
his auparlor qufllit^ep, eoiild carry out the asalgmiontc tint aty soldier who 
hac livnd a sufficient length of time in vdlltary berraokc and uftdergom 
training and ».iho is osyohclogically prepared vould be able to do* 

The ppogwr of such a school »/orld represent a special plan* *slda'fron 
TTiUltary ribjeote, there aho^'ld be nolltloal, propaganda, O'^'ganl national, 
and adml nlatrative InstTPOtion* Tb^i couror of stut^^ should he for one or

the geoeri*X situation. If there is no further question of war, the group 
would be deffloblllse . and transferred to civilian work in the USA. 

ihioh an undertaking is indispensable to the eucceaaful and effective con- 
duct of today's work. Practice has shown that the accidental secleotion of 
oandidatee does not produce eatiafaotoxy reeulte. Kurthepaore, the nubber 
of auoh oandidatee la becoming depleted and the work may be brouaht to a 
stand-still for lack of people. 

Those wbo go today should go with the ascuranoe that they are only the 
va^ard of an alreaay organised group. But the promise that cnly In the 
event of war will such a greup be organised will ev<dce doubt about the eeri- 
ousnese of thie work^ for each uie knows that to organise such a group at 
short notice is very difficulty if not impossible. 

Today the organtsation of such a group aa I have proposed has been 
undertaken with the full support of one of the western govemmeiita. In 
this oomecUoDy I make this wtming, that if we do not suoeeed in doing 
this in time, not one person will be left to us. 

At the ^ginning of oup working together, the principal ccndltlan was 
the orgmAlsation of aueh a school, for at that tine I already foreaaar the 
diffi^ltlea which we are now facing. There was agreement in principle, 
and the organisation of the school was oontenplated for the baglaalng of 
«ax^. I shall not retreat frea this position in the future. If one side 
cany out its obligations, the secesnd Is automatically relsaaed 
from its obligationa. 

If the local establieh&ent is not able to decide this question, 1 re- 
qjMSt that yeU; put m into c<ntact with those persons on whom the deeision 
of theprobLen depends. 
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
